A chief who had experienced the 
bud effects of whisky among his peo­ 
ple said It wus most certainly distilled 
from the hearts of wildcats and the 
tongues of women from the effects

b«'«*n 
made 
Tho 
Dudley 
women 
laughed at him, but despite tills, Dick­ 
inson was not «ilscourage«!, but har- 
vested his tLst crop of broom corn, 
managed to scrape the seed from the 
brush with a knift* and a hoe, aft**r 
which T <* made his brooms. 
He made 
th«» complete broom, including 
th«* 
handles, and grew his own flax for tho 
twine, the wind* costing him little. 
Beli«*vlug that his neighbors would re­ 
fuse to buy tho n**w kind of broom, 
Dickinson in 171>8 peddled Ills brooms 
in Williamsburg, 
Ashfield and Con­ 
way. 
Th«* u«*xt year h«* carried them 
to Pittsburg. 
The new brooms took, 
for as soon as housewives found how 
much better they were over the old 
husk or birch broom they would buy 
no other. 
Other men w«*nt into the 
business and a new Industry was born 
in Hadley. 
Dickinson lived until 1813, 
long enough to see the Hadley or corn 
broom in use all over the country, 
and tho same broom, with Improve­ 
ments, Is still in use.”

Th«» most striking part, however, is 
that the Indian mother uses Imr big 
toe as th«* motive power.
